The production of 5,776,600 tons is the largest in 
any week since the present series of returns was first 
published in May, 1919. The output for the corre- 
sponding week of last year was 4,383,800 tons.

HUNGARIAN PRE-WAR DEBTS. 


The Board of Trade gives notice that 30th June, 
1923, has been fixed as the last date for lodging with 
the Administrator of Hungarian Property, Corn- 
wall House, Stamford Street, London, S.E. 1, proofs 
by British nationals of debts due to them by Hun- 
garian nationals or of pecuniary obligations of the 
Hungarian Government under Article 231 of the 
Treaty of Trianon, in order that their claims may 
be put forward through the Clearing Offices. 

As an exception, however, in the case of claims 
of the existence or amount of which a claimant 
shall become aware only at a date subsequent to Ist 
June, 1923, the Administrator has power to extend 
the period for lodging the Proof of Claim with the 
Department until two calendar months after the 
claimant shall have become aware of the existence 
and amount of the claim in question. 

It will be recalled that under Article 231 of the 
Treaty and Section 1 (ii. and xiv.) of the Treaty of 
Peace (Hungary) Order, 1921, the debts therein re- 
ferred to can only be settled and enforced through 
the Clearing Offices, except in so far as a direct 
settlement may after due lodgment and admission 
of the claim be permitted by the Administrator.

MARKING OF WOOLLEN GOODS IN 
CANADA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Toronto reports that 
the following resolution was moved on 7th March 
in the Canadian House of Commons : — 

‘“ That, in the opinion of this House, it is highly 
desirable that the Government should bring down 
legislation that will adequately protect both pro- 
ducer and consumer by compelling manufacturers 
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of goods sold as woollen goods to mark or label such 
goods in accordance with the composition thereot ; 

showing plainly the percentage of virgin wool, 

shoddy, cotton, or silk, or other materials ‘contained 
therein. and that importations of such goods be cer- 
tified in similar or equally adequate manner.’’ 

The debate stood adjourned. A copy of the 
official verbatim report may be inspected at the 
Department of Overseas Trade (Room 45), 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

LUXEMBURG WINE INDUSTRY. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at 
Brussels states that the wine harvest in 1922 was ex- 
iy fone 08 good as regards quantity, and yielded 

4 million gallons. The quality, however, was only 
fair. Considerable difficulty 1s experienced in find- 
ing markets, for Germany, which used to consume 
large quantities is, owing to the fall of the mark, 
no longer a buyer. A certain amount is being taken 
by Belgium, but other buyers must be found. 

Owing to a shortage of casks, the price at the 
time of the vintage was about 1:15 to 1°40 frs. per 
gallon, and has since risen to 2°75 frs. 

GERMAN P [ANO. AND HARMONIUM 

INDUSTRIES. 

According to the ** Zeitsehrift fur Instrumenten- 
bau *’ the position in the piano industry is no easier 
since the complete fiasco of this branch of industry 
at the Leipzig Spring Fair. Within the last year 
about 160 new piano and harmonium factories have 
come into existence, which fact adds to the diffi- 
culties of the situation. 





HAMBURG TEA TRADE REGULATIONS. 

H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg reports that 
the Hamburg Chamber of Commerce has published 
(Hamburg ‘ Official Gazette,’’ No. 78 of 28th 
March, 1923) amended regulations of the Hamburg- 
Bremen Tea-dealers’ concerning transactions in tea 
in original cases.

BULGARIAN SALT PRODUCTION,

low.

The British Vice-Consul at Oran states that large 
quantities of barley suitable for distilling purposes 
will be coming on the local market within the next 
two months. It is estimated that the price will be 
at the most from 50 to 55 frances per quintal deli- 
vered quay Oran or Arzew, which would make in 
English money about 7s. per ewt.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE. 





ITS VOLUME AND VALUE. 


In making the quarterly calculations, the results 
of which have been used to measure the degree in 
which the apparent variations in our overseas trade 
are a matter of changing values for the same goods 
and how far the result of variations in the quantities 
of goods imported and exported, the procedure fol- 
lowed in the articles which have been prepared for 
this ** Journal ”’ since the war has been to compare 
current trade records directly with the correspond- 
ing records for the year 1915. This procedure, 
natural and simple as it Is. has, however, the in- 
convenience that much information regarding the 
detailed constitution of our overseas trade could 
not be laid under contribution, since the records of 
1913 were not as detailed as those for 1920 and sub- 
sequent vears. In order to make the fullest possible 
use of the additional information now available, and 
reduce the extent to which estimates on a more or 
less unsatisfactory basis had to be resorted to in 
dealing with the classes of trade for which the 
records of 1913 are not directly comparable with 
those currently secured, the calculations, the results 
of which are given in the present article, are based 
on direct comparisons, article by article. hetween 
the trade record for the first quarter of 1925 and the 
corresponding record for the first quarter of 1922. 
Having thus determined the percentage changes in 
average values and in the volume of trade as com- 
pared with a year ago, the comparison with the pre- 
war position 1s completed by the use of the results 
obtained earlier with reterence to the movements of 
values and of volume of trade between 1915 and 
1922. The tables on pages

Krom the comparisons of this table, we see that 
average values (prices) both of imports and of ex- 
ports of United Kingdom goods, particularly the 
latter, were lower than a year ago, while for re- 
exports there was an average rise in values. Accord- 
ingly, the increase in imports, which was 17 per 
cent. measured by declared values, was 19 per cent. 
when measured by volume of trade. For British 
exports, the decrease of one-third of 1 per cent. in 
declared values covers an increase in the aggregate 
volume of trade of nearly 11 per cent. In re- 
exports, which decreased in declared value similarly 
to British exports, that is by one-third of 1 per 
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cent., the decrease in volume of trade was 83 per 
cent. The comparison of the successive quarterly 
periods since the beginning of 1920 gives the follow-

Both imports and exports were of greater volume 
than in the first quarter of 1920, and showed thus 
the largest first quarter’s trade since the war. Re- 
exports were about one-fifth less in volume than in 
220, and thus the retained imports were closer to 
the volume of 1915 than the gross imports. The 
level of average values for imports and for re- 
exports Was roughly ) per cent, of that of the 
first Guarter of 1920. For exports of United King- 
dom goods the average values were about 40 per 
cent. below those of three Vears earlier, and showed 
a small advance on the average for the last quarter 


of 1922.

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LIFE SAVING AT SEA. 








REPORT OF MERCHANT SHIPPING ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE. 


The Board of Trade has published, through H.M. 
Stationery Office, the report of the Merchant Ship- 
ping Advisory Committee, which makes certain 
recommendations with regard to Life Saving Appli- 
ances, Training, and Organisation on Foreign-going 
Passenger Steamships. 

The Committee, whose Chairman is Sir Norman 
Hill, Bart., consists of representatives of all the 
principal shipping interests—shipowners, officers 
and men, pilots, shipbuilders, nawal architects and 
underwriters—and to their number were added, for 
this enquiry, two Members of Parliament, as repre- 
senting the travelling public, and other additional 
members having knowledge of the subject matter. 
The report is unanimous. 

The principal recommendations are :— 


(1) Boats for all on board should be carried as far 
as is possible without encumbering the decks and 
impeding the prompt handling of lifeboats or the 
marshalling of the passengers. The Committee ob- 
serve that this 1s practicable in the great majority 
of existing foreign-going passenger steamships. 

(2) Where lifeboats for all cannot be provided 
without encumbering the decks and hampering the 
use of the boats already on board, the deficiency of 
accommodation for all on board should be met by 
means of light buoyant apparatus. 

(3) In any case, however, over and above accom- 
modation for all on board, hight buoyant apparatus 
should be provided for 25 per cent. of the persons on 
board for use in emergencies when it 1s not possible 
to launch all the boats. 

(4) Motor lifeboats fitted with wireless telegraphy 
should be carried in certain cases. 

(5) Illumination of the lifeboats in launching and 
immediately after being launched should he _ pro- 
vided. 

(6) Boat drill stations to be established at the 
principal ports. 

A particularly interesting Appendix, whie 
printed among others with the Report, is a sum- 
mary of casualties to foreign-going passenger steam- 
in which loss of life occurred, since May,

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BRITISH EX-SERVICE MEN AND MEXICO. 


The Hon. Representative in London of the 
Central British Chamber of Commerce in Mexico 
states that he has received a notification from the 
Secretary of the Chamber in Mexico City warning 
British ex-Service men from emigrating to Mexico 
unless they have arranged beforehand for employ- 
ment. A knowledge of the Spanish language, how- 
ever thorough, is no justification, at the present 
time for emigration to Mexico in search of work. 





COST OF LIVING IN BOMBAY. 

The Bombay Labour Office estimates that in 
March the average level of retail prices of all the 
commodities taken into account in the statistics of 
a cost of living index for the working classes in 
Bombay was about one point below the level of the 
previous month. Taking 100 to represent the level 
in July, 1914, the index was approximately 155 in 
February and 154 in March, 1923. The general 
index is 20 per cent. below the high-water mark 
reached in October, 1920, 11 per cent. below the 
twelve-monthiy average of 1921 and 6 per cent. 
below the twelve-monthly average of 1922. The 
cost of living index has fallen nearly to the level of 
August, 1918, when it was 1553. 





STATE MONOPOLY OF GRAIN IN NORWAY. 


H.M. Minister at Christiania states that the Nor- 
wegian Government has withdrawn the Bill which 
proposed the introduction of a permanent State 
monopoly in grain (see the ** Journal ’’ of 18th 
January, page 63). 

The Ministry of Agriculture is now preparing a 
new proposal which, however, is not expected to 
come up for discussion by the Sterting until the 


autumn at the earliest. . 





ITALIAN MATCH LEGISLATION. 


H.M. Ambassador at Rome reports that in accord- 
ance with Decree No. 560 of llth March, 1925, 
which was duly published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufb- 
ciale,’’ the State monopoly on the sale of matches is 
abolished as and from Ist June next, and is replaced 
by a tax on their production. 

Under Article 3 of the said Decree a Consortium 
of Italian match manufacturers is constituted under 
an Agreement with the Government, the Consortium 
to have the exclusive right to manufacture, sell and 
distribute matches in Italy. 

Importation of foreign matches is forbidden ex- 
cept under licence from the Government, and such 
permits will only be granted to the Consortium. 
Matches imported under such licence will be sub- 
jected to a super-tax equivalent to the manufactur- 
ing tax in addition to the prescribed Customs duty.

UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The representative in London of the Irving Bank- 
Columbia Trust Company, New York, has been 
advised, by cable, that the jobbing trade is active 
and retail business good, but wholesale condi- 
tions are irregular. March cotton consumption was 
623,105 bales, the highest on record. Hides at 
Chicago and leather and leather goods are dull. 
Woollen and worsted trade is very encouraging, as 
also is iron and steel business. March exports, 
according to the Department of Commerce, reached 
a value of 350 million dols. March gold exports 
from the United States were 10,392,000 dols., and 
imports 15,951,000 dols. Copper at 17 cents per 
lb. is slow. March copper shipments totalled 215 
million lb., a new high record.

VIENNA FAIR. 


REPORT ON THE FOURTH “ WIENER 
INTERNATIONALE MESSE.”’ 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation.) 
VIENNA. 

The fourth ‘‘ Wiener Internationale Messe,”’ 
which was held from 18th to 24th March, 1923, 1s, 
on the whole, considered to have been a considerable 
success. The authorities responsible for the Fair 
are chary about giving statistics, which 1s probably 
a sign that the number of exhibitors or visitors was 
less than at some of the previous Fairs. On the other 
hand, the amount of business done appears to have 
been more satisfactory. The chief circumstance 
which distinguished this Fair from its predecessors 
was the fact that the crown has been stabilised for 
more than six months; consequently the Austrian 
exhibitors were able to quote fixed prices. ‘The fact 
that the German exchange had also been more or 
less stabilised for some weeks prevented the Germans 
underselling other exhibitors to the same degree as 
occurred at the second Fair. A passive resistance 
strike of the Austrian post and telegraph officials be- 
van on the second day of the Fair and caused some 
inconvenience, but did not do as much harm as the 
printers’ strike did at the last Autumn Fair. 

CHARACTER OF EXHIBITS. 


The largest number of applications for space were 
from the textile industry. Then followed paper, 
oftice requisites, mac hinery, clothing, shoes, leather, 
etc. Ofhce requisites were partic mular ly well repre- 
sented, both in the Austrian and German exhibits. 
Among the former was a new Austrian typewriter, 
the first of a standard size made in this country. 

ForEIGN EXHIBITORS. 


The proportion of foreign exhibitors showed a con- 
siderable increase and amounted to over 12 per cent. 
as compared with 7 per cent. in the last Autumn 
Fair, and 10 per cent. in the Spring Fair of 1922. 
The following list is in the order of the number of 
exhibitors of the different nationalities : — 

(1) German: again the most numerous after the Aus- 
trian, exhibited in nearly all the 36 groups, parti- 
cularly in machine tools, electric, and other 
machinery, auxiliary motors for cycles, leather and 
fancy goods, textiles, jewellery, and office requisites. 

2) Czecho-Slovak: chiefly textiles, then glass, earthen- 
ware, and porcelain, Gablonz goods, fireproof bricks. 

(3) French: textile goods, particularly yarns of all kinds, 
and perfumery. 

(4) Hungarian: agricultural implements. 

(5) Swiss: watches, clocks, musical instruments. 

(6) Jugo-Slav: wooden goods. 

(7) Polish: shoes and leather. 

(8) Italian: textiles. 

British goods were hardly represented at all. Two 
British exhibits, both well-known makes of motor 
cycles, were shown by local agents. They expressed 
themselves as well satisfied with their sales, which 
were chiefly to Austrian purchasers, 

T'orEIGN VISITORS. 


There have been of late few foreigners staying in 
Vienna as compared with recent years, owing to the 
higher cost of living, but the number of visitors who 
came for the Fair was satisfactory. There was an 
increase in the number from Hungary, Roumania, 
Russia, and its bordering States, China, Japan, 
Morocco, Australia and Canada, and visitors were 
noted for the first time from Peru, Paraguay, Mada- 
gascar, Eritrea, the Straits Settlements, Borneo and 
the Fiji Islands. On the other hand the number of 
visitors was smaller from France, the Netherlands, 
Belgium and the Seandinavian countries. probably 
owing to the political and traffic conditions in Ger- 
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many ; fewer came also from Egypt, Syria and Pales- 
tine, which is attributable to the fact that the 
Mahomedai holidays occurred at the time of the 
Fair. The mass of the foreign visitors came as usual 
trom the ne ithbouring Succession States, Ge rmany 
and the Balkans. About 150 British visitors were 
reg istered. The increase nn the total nuh nber OT 
foreign visitors 1s attribut ec 1h part to the activity 
ot the a Department, on which one and a- 
half milliards t Austr: lan crowns, or about £4,500,

NEW ZEALAND. 
LAST YEAR’S EXPORT TRADE. 


An analysis of the export figures in the New Zealand 
trade returns for last year shows, states the ‘‘ Industrial 
Australian and Mining Journal,’’ that there was a decrease 
of £2,500,000 in the trade with United Kingdom, compared 
with 1921, while the trade with Australia, United States 
and Canada was normal. The exports to India and Ceylon 
increased from £70,936 to £206,798, and those to Japan in- 
creased from £20,149 to £211,159. 

The export trade passing through the port of Wellington 
was valued at £11,842,144, compared with £6,045,828 for 
1921. This does not mean that the trade from this port 
doubled in value; from the beginning of last year, goods 
exported have been credited to the port at which they were 
shipped on the exporting vessel instead of the district of 
production in the previous method of compiling the export 
statistics.

PROGRESS TOWARDS ECONOMIC 
RECOVERY. 

After having passed through a period of extreme diffi- 
culty the general economic condition of Italy shows decided 
improvement, states a Report received from the Italian 
Section of the International Chamber of Commerce, which 
recently met in Congress at Rome. 

Although the world-wide crisis was experienced in Italy 
later than in other countries, it gradually became more 
severely felt during 1921 owing to the high exchanges, and 
the position was further aggravated by the necessity cf 
importing from countries with appreciated, and of export- 
ing to those with depreciated, currencies. Another cause 
which contributed to make matters worse was the difficulty 
of re-organising concerns, especially siderurgical works and 
engineering factories, which had gradually grown up dur- 
ing the war, and which could not be adapted easily to the 
conditions of peace. 

In addition to this the economic and financial policy of 
the various successive Governments in power after the 
Armistice engendered distrust amongst investors of capital, 
while the continual social disturbances rendered the resump- 
tion of production in 1920-21 extremely difficult. The 
failure of the Banca di Sconto at the end of 192i also had 
a most unfortunate effect. 

Towards the close of the first half of 1922, however, some 
branches of industrial and commercial activity showed signs 
of revival, so that a slow but gradual improvement in the 
general economic situation was seen. But it was principally 
with the advent of the present Government that undoubted 
signs of improvement became manifest. This Government 
commenced a reconstructive programme which places the 
general interests of production before those of any one 
class. The numerous economic and financial measures al- 
ready taken, for the purpose of balancing the Budget, she 
enforcement of rigid economy in the matter of expenditure 
the release of economic activities, the simplification of State 
administration, and the better employment of the national 
resources, are already commencing to bear fruit. 

As a result the value of the lira on the world’s market 
is beginning to improve; the Budget deficit has been sub- 
stantially reduced, the adverse trade balance has also fallen 
within the last three years from 15,000 million lire to 6,000 
million lire; revenue from the present taxes continues to 
increase; railway traffic has made satisfactory progress 
during the past few months, and savings have expanded 
materially, especially in the past half year. These'signs all 
point favourably towards the hoped for recovery of Italian 
ec onomy ° 

[t is true that there are still circumstances which render 
the future uncertain, and which give some cause for 
anxiety. For example, the adverse trade balance is still 
considerable, and there seems to be no likelihood of rapid 
improvement. The country’s Budget cannot be balanced 
without yet further efforts, and the condition of many forms 
of productive activity are still far from being normal. The 
Italian people, however, always known for the tenacity 
of its labour and the frugality of its life, will undoubtedly 
be able to meet and overcome its new difficulties.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Increased activity on the part of American manufac- 
turers 1s evidenced by the latest foreign trade figures, 
states the National City Bank of New York in its ‘‘ Trade 
Recor: an 

They show an increase of 20 per cent. in exports of manu- 
facture s and 32 per cent. in imports of manuf: icturing 
material when comparing the figures with those of one year 
earlier. These figures relate on the export side to the 
month of January, 1923, and on the import side to the month 
of December, 1922. They indicate that the exports of manu- 
factures in the fiscal year which ends with the month of 
June will exceed by nearly 150 million dols. the total for 
the immediately preceding year, and will be 60 per cent, 
greater than the value of manufactures exported in the 
vear preceding the war. The total exports of manutac- 
tures in the fiscal vear 1923 will approximate 1,750 million 
dols., against a little more than 1,000 million dols. in 1914, 

Not only is there a steady increase in the total value of 
manufactures exported from the country, but manufac- 
tures form a steadily increasing share in the grand total of 
United States exports, since the yrowiny population 
demands a steadily increasing proportion of the output ol 
fields and mines. Foodstuffs and manufacturing material 
combined formed &4 per cent. of United States exports lik 
ISSO, 78 per cent. In LROO, 64 per cent. in 1900, and 54 per 
cent. in 1922. On the other hand, manufactures which 
formed but 15 per cent. of United States exports in 1880 
were 21 per cent. in 1890, 35 per cent. in 1900, and 46 per 
cent. in 1922.

An official British standard for the rating and electrical 
performance of electrical motors and generators for in- 
dustrial purposes has been set up and issued by the 
British Engineering Standards Association, and pub- 
lished as B.E.S.A. Specification No. 168—1923. 

This specification, although new, retains the rating 
which has heen the general British practice tor many 
years. Electric motors and generators made to these stan- 
dards have a low te mperature rise and a capacity for sus- 
tained overloads and will therefore do their full rated 
power under all ordinary and most extraordinary condi- 
tions, year in and vear out. 

The great aim of British industry has always been to 
provide machinery capable of sustaining both hard usage 
as well as overloads, and the new standard is based on this 
practice and marks an interesting as well as significant 
difference from the standards adopted all other coun- 

tries. 

Purchasers should therefore see that in asking for 
tenders they specify that electric motors and generators 
are to be British standard, in accordance with B.E.S.A. 
Specification No. 168. 

As a rough guide, purchasers must multiply the stated 
horse power or kilowatts of the foreign machine by 08 
and they will then know the relative size when comparing 
it with the British Standard machine.

STATE BANK’S ACTIVITIES. 

The following is a translation of a Report received from a 
responsible foreign source by the Department of Overseas 
Trade : — 

At the end of last year the activities of the Russian State 
Bank were extended to the issuing of bank notes. In accord- 
ance with a Decree issued by the Council of People’s Com- 
missaries on 11th October, 1922, bank notes are now being 
issued in denominations of 1, 2. 3, 5, 10, 25 and 50 cher- 
vonetz. One chervonetz is equivalent in value to 10 former 
gold roubles. The notes now in circulation must be fully 
covered, i.e., not less than 25 per cent. of the nominal value 
must be covered by precious metals and stabilised foreign 
currency, which is calculated at the gold rate, and the re- 
mainder is to be covered by easily realisable commodities, 
bills at short sight, and other short sight engagements. The 
effective cover exceeds the minimum fixed by the issuing law. 

For the present the Russian State Bank’s notes are not 
redeemable in gold, but according to their rate (quotations 
on the notes being published daily by the Stock Exchange 
Department of the Commercial Exchange in Moscow in 
Soviet roubles) their value very nearly reaches the gold 
parity. On 24th February the rate was 1 chervonetz = 238°5 
roubles, and 1 dollar =49 roubles in coinage of the 1923 mint- 
age. Thus, if the dollar rate is regarded as the gold rate, 
notes stood only 5°6 per cent. below their gold parity. 

The chief purpose of the Russian State Bank’s issue of 
notes was to procure for the Russian business world a stabi- 
lised currency, and to place the State Bank’s credit-giving 
on a firmer basis without having to make further recourse 
to the note printing presses. 

In view of the fact that the Russian national economic 
organisation, and particularly the State’s financial adminis- 
tration, are making the utmost efforts to control the mone- 
tary situation and to put an end to the further issue of 
paper currency, it is to be hoped that the State Bank’s notes 
will ev entaully come to play an important part in the final 
transition in Russia from the existing paper standard to a 
stabilised currency. In fact, at the present time the notes 
of the Russian State Bank do represent a stabilised cur- 
rency in comparison with the State paper currency, which is 
subject to comparatively wider fluctuations. Therefore the 
State Bank’s notes are also much sought after by business 
men and merchants. For bank notes the Russian State 
Bank as well as other banks in the country open deposit and 
current accounts. If clients so desire, however, payments 
can be effected in paper currency. In such a case bank notes 
are converted at the day’s rate into paper roubles. 

Bank notes are accepted by all State banking offices at 
their nominal value as means of payment for State income 
(derived from taxes, fees for various services in the State 
institutions and establishments, railways, etc., etc.), 1f pay- 
ment is stipulated by law to be effected in gold roubles. In 
other cases they are converted at the latest Stock Exchange 
rate. It is of special importance for foreign business men 
who export commodities to and import them from Russia to 
take into consideration the fact that these bank notes are 
accepted by the Customs authorities instead of gold at the 
notes’ nominal value. In addition, the notes are very con- 
venient for travellers to Russia who need Russian money for 
their first expenses.

COMPANTES ORDINANCE, 1923.

(No. 6 of 1923), which has received the assent of the 
Governor, and consent of the Legislative Council of the 
Uganda Protectorate. 

The text of this Law, which is to come into force on such 
day as the Governor shall by notice prescribe, can be con- 
sulted by United Kingdom firms interested on application 
to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1 (quoting reference U.M., / 4599/30).

NORWAY—PORTUGAL. 





COMMERCIAL AND SHIPPING 
AGREEMENT. 


The following is a translation of the Commercial and Ship- 
ping Agreement between Norway and Portugal which was 
signed at Lisbon on 11th April and came into force on 16th 
April. The lists of goods attached to the Agreement (see 
Article 1) are not reproduced, but may be seen by British 
traders interested on application to the Tariff Section of the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 


A copy of the Agreement was published in the Portuguese 
‘* Diario do Governo ’”’ of 12th April. 


Article 1.—The Portuguese Government shall apply to 
Norwegian goods, in general, on importation into Portugal 
and the adjacent islands, the ‘‘ Minimum ’’ Tariff in force 
at the time, and shall accord most favoured nation treat- 
ment in respect of the Norwegian goods specified in Table B. 
annexed to the Agreement. 

The Norwegian Government shall apply to goods originat- 
ing in and coming from Portugal, the adjacent islands, and 
the Portuguese Colonies the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff in force 
at the time and shall accord most favoured nation treat- 
ment in respect of the Portuguese goods specified in Table A. 
annexed to the Agreement. 


Article 2.—The Norwegian Government undertake, so 
long as the present Agreement remains in force, to permit 
the importation in casks or in bottles, and the transport and 
sale within the country, of Portuguese sparkling and other 
wines of an alcoholic strength of 21 deg. or less, and not to 
limit the consumption of pure wines produced solely by the 
fermentation of the juice of fresh grapes and without the 
addition of alcohol. 

Commercial travellers or merchants visiting Norway 
account of Portuguese houses may take orders, with or with- 
out samples, from any wholesale or retail wine merchant or 
firm, but may not carry with them wine for sale. 

The Norwegian Government undertake to accord to 
Portuguese wines of an alcoholic strength of 21 deg. or Jess 
treatment as favourable in all respects as may be accorded 
in future to imports of products of the same alcoholic 
strength coming from any other country, and in respect of 
transport, sale and consumption the most favourable treat- 
ment that is or may be accorded either to products of the 
same alcoholic strength coming from countries other than 
Portugal or to beverages of Norwegian production of the 
same alcoholic strength as Portuguese sparkling and other 
wines. 

Whatever regime is adopted in Norway with regard to 
the import, sale, transport, and consumption of the above- 
mentioned wines and sparkling wines, the Norwegian 
Government undertake to permit private individuals, 
restaurant proprietors, and wine merchants to import and 
transport for their consumption or for trade purposes all 
brands of Portuguese wines and sparkling wines, in un- 
limited quantities. 

These guarantees of the Norwegian Government shall hold 
good any local regulations to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Article 3.—Whatever regime be adopted in Norway with 
regard to the import, production, sale, transport, and con- 
sumption of wines of a strength of over 14 deg. and not 
exceeding 21 deg., the Norwegian Government undertake 
to permit, so long as the present agreement remains in 
force, the importation, transport and sale in the country of 
Port and Madeira of a strength of over 14 deg. and not ex- 
ceeding 21 deg. 

Whatever regime be adopted by Norway for the importa- 
tion of wines of a strength of over 14 deg. and not exceed- 
ing 21 deg., the Norwegian Government undertake to en- 
sure that persons or firms authorised to sell Port and 
Madeira to the public shall have the right to demand the 
delivery of produce from whatever Portuguese firm they may 
themselves indicate. 


Article 4.—The Norwegian Government undertake not 
to apply to the products mentioned in Articles 2 and 3 any 
special prohibitions, duties or surtaxes which would result 
in a restriction on the import of those products. 
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COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued. 





It is understood that the Norwegian Wine Monopoly shall 
not be authorised to impose on the trade in wine any other 
charge than suffices to cover expenses and make a reason- 
able commercial profit. 

It is further understood that Norway shall not place any 
obstacle in the way of the importation of necessary samples 
either by travelling representatives of Portuguese houses or 
by local agents of these houses, sent either by Portuguese 
merchants or producers to such representatives or agents. 


Article 5.—The provisions of the present agreement shall 
not apply to special favours which Norway has conceded, or 
miay concede, to bordering countries, to Denmark, or to 
Iceland, nor to those which Portugal has conceded, or may 
concede, to Brazil and to Spain. 


Article 6.—The Norwegian Government recognise that 
the terms ‘‘ Port ”’ and ‘‘ Madeira ’”’ relate exclusively to 
the wines produced in the Portuguese regions ot the Douro 
and in the Island of Madeira respectively, and undertakes 
not to permit in its territory the importation and sale of 
wines bearing such designations, unless the wines originate 
in the aforementioned regions and are exported, with pro- 
perly authenticated certificates of origin, through the ports 
of Oporto and Funchal. In consequence, the importation 
and sale in Norwegian territory of wines with the designa- 
tions of Port and Madeira (Port, Oporto, Port-wine, Madere, 
Madeira wine, or combinations of similar names) Is prohi- 
bited, unless the wines originate in the respective Portu- 
guese districts. 

These provisions also apply when the regional appellation 
is accompanied by an indication of the name of the real 
place of origin or by the expression ‘‘ type,’’ ‘* character,” 
‘ quality,’’ or any other similar expression. 

The Norwegian Government undertake that the Norwe- 
gian Wine Monopoly shall comply strietly with the provi- 
sions of this Article. 


Article 7.—So long as the present agreement remains in 
force the Norwegian Government shall accord most tavoured 
nation treatment to Portuguese shipping. In return, the 
Portuguese Government shall accord to Norwegian shipping 
in Continental Portugal and the adjacent islands the reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent. of the shipping dues at present actually 
in force or which may be substituted therefor, and shall 
accord most favoured nation treatment to such shipping in 
Portuguese Colonies. 


Article 8.—The present agreement shall enter into force 
five days after the date of signature, and shal] remain in 
force for a year. If not denounced three months before the 
termination of this period, it will be prolonged, by tacit 
consent, until three months after denunciation by either 
Government. If either Government decides to introduce 
measures affecting specially the consumption of or trade in 
products which particularly interest the export trade of the 
other, one month’s notice of the proposals shall be given to 
the other party, which will during this period submit such 
observations as it considers advisable. 

If no settlement is arrived at within this period either 
Government may denounce the present agreement, which in 
that case shall terminate two months after the enforcement 
of the proposals which have been the subject of discussion. 

Goods dispatched from one country before the termination 
of this agreement and which arrive in the other country 
within 15 davs shall enjoy the benefits accorded by the agree- 
ment.

SHIPPING HAMBURG IN 


HAMBURG, 
tecord figures were reached in shipping movements at 
Hamburg during March. The total tonnage for the month 
exceeded that of previous years, including 1913, and the 
totals of tonnage entered and cleared with cargo was also 
larger than in any previous year, although there was an 
increase in the tonnage clearing in ballast. 


BritisH Coat IMPORTS. 


The increase in the shipping entered at this port was due 
mainly to the import of coal from the United Kingdom, but 
also to the arrival of large grain shipments from South 
America and to imports of raw materials of various kinds. 
There was no increase during March in labour and port 
charges. 

Thea number of British vessels in March was 256 entered 
and 256 cleared, against 199 and 201 respectively in Feb- 
ruary. 

German tonnage entered in March amounted to 456,287, 
as against 466,883 in February, and German tonnage cleared 
to 469,612, compared with 373,244 in the previous month. 

In spite of the strained political situation the number of 
French vessels entered and cleared was 12 and 13, compared 
with six and seven respectively in February. 


MANCHURIA. 
THE PORT OF DATREN. 


H.M. Consul at Dairen has forwarded a Report on the 
Port of Dairen, which has been compiled at the Consulate. 
The Report, which is of a very comprehensive character, 
contains, infer alia, information upon the climate and the 








prevailing winds, wharves and pliers, coaling facilities, im- 
pert and export trade, passenger vessels, bulk cargo, and 
dangerous goods; depth of water, breakwaters, and lights; 
docking facilities at Dairen and Port Arthur; subsidiary 
equipment and extensions. Working operations, including 
berthing, towing, water supply, coaling, fumigation, land- 
ing and loading cargo, railway goods and labour, Ware- 
houses—number, area, capacity, and nature of construc- 
tion; open and mixed storage; commercial and shipping 
statistics; shipping, Customs, quarantine, and dry dock 
charges. 

Accompanying the Report are plans of Dairen and its 
inner harbour and wharves, and a sketch map of the lower 
portion of Kwantung Territory showing Dairen and Port 
Arthur.

BELGIUM. 
IRON AND STEEL TRADE IN 1922. 


According to the Report* of the Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Embassy at Brussels on the Economic and Finan- 
cial Conditions in Belgium, the prices in the pig iron market 
at the end of 1922 were firm and showed a tendency to rise. 
This improvement is attributed, not so much to increased 
demands, but rather to the restricted supplies consequent 

upon the shortage of coke. 

During the first nine months of the year imports of pig 
iron were received from France (60,000 tons), the United

GERMANY. 
THE POTASH INDUSTRY. 


Deutsche Bergwerks Zeitung ”’ states in an extract 
forwarded by the Britis h Commercial Secretary, Occupied 
Territories, at Cologne, that more or less official communi- 
cations from the potash industry have averred that a price 
reduction for potash could only be considered when the 
essential factors of the prime costs had undergone a reduc- 
tion, special reference being made to the coal prices and 
the coal tax. The Potash Syndicate has now introduced 

small price reduction as from 6th April, which, however, 
is of little consequence from the point of view of increas- 
ing sales. In potash circles the general opinion is that the 
reduction of coal prices is too slight to allow of a material 
discount of potash prices, and it is also thought that a 
reduction of these latter would hardly bri ing about a revival 
of business, as the agricultural indus stry, In expectation of 
further price declines, would hold back its orders until the 
middle of the summer. It remains to be seen whether the

subsequent summer compensations, announced’ under 
reserve by the Potash Syndicate, for orders as from 10th 
April, will entice the agricultural industry from its aloot- 


ness. 

In the meantime the position of the potash works has be- 
come such as to necessitate short time working in the near 
future. Many works are said to be already on short time 
and probably during the next few months will have to work 
on stock to a greater extent than ever. The accumulation 
entails very heavy expenditure, and the potash 
complaining more and more of a shortage ol 
The extra proceeds derived from export 
business are no longer so considerable as formerly, owing to 
the depreciation of the mark, and do not, theretore, 
afford the necessary compensation. The position is inten- 
sified by the fact that the rock salt which used to 
bring in considerable sums to the works, is at a complete 
standstill. Credit is limited, and the complete closing down 
of works can only be avoided if the necessary working 
capital is obtained, and nothing remains, therefore, but to 
have recourse to the open market 

The question will have to be considered whether the 
Potash Syndicate is right in conforming so strictly to the 
prices of the coal mining industr vy. A price reduction with- 
out a lowering of coal prices ‘and of freight would no 
doubt make the financial position of the potash works still 
worse. On the other hand a revival of inland sales brought 
about in ihis way would in time make up for it, whereas 
the watering of capital burdens the works continually with- 


out increasing sales.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


MUNICIPAL REGULATIONS REGARDING 
ALIMENTARY PRODUCTS. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buenos 
Aires has forwarded a translation of an Ordinance of the 
Manicipality of that citv, dated 21st December last, provid- 
ing for the control of alimentary products, a reference to 
which was published at page 355 of the issue of this 

Journal’ for 22nd March. The Regulations prescribed 
by the Ordinance, which are to become effective on Ist 
Julv next, apply only to the Municipality of Buenos Aires, 
but it is understood that owing to the peculiar concentration 
of Argentine trade in and through the capital, they will 
probably affect practically all imported food products. 

Under Article 1 of the Ordinance, the Executive Depart- 
ment is empowered to prohibit the storage, distribution, 
offering for sale, and sale of foodstuffs, condiments, bever- 
ages (and raw materials therefor), which have not been pre- 
viously approved by the competent technical offices. Article 
2 provides that all such foodstuffs, etc., must correspond as 
regards chemical composition, quality, state of preservation, 
and organoleptic characteristics to the designation applied, 
and must be packed in adequate containers, the material, 
wrappings, interior finish, sealing, and method of sealing 
of which must be of an approved type. Article 3 provides 
that these containers shall have wrappers, labels, or stamps 
permanently fixed or attached, and officially approved, the 
indelible inscriptions on which must show, printed in the 
Spanish language and in clear and easily legible characters, 
the following particulars: 








(a) Designation and classification of the product, in typo- 
graphical characters, equal in size, colour, and em- 
bossing. 


(b) Weight (or net volume) of the product contained (ex- 
pressed in the metric system). 

The date (month and year) on which the product was 
packed in the container, an exception being made 
in the case of wrated and fermented beverages for 
immediate consumption. 

(7) Articles made wholly or partly in Argentina must be 
definitely marked as being of Argentine production ; 
and in the case of foreign goods the name of the 
locality or country of origin must be indicated. 

(ec) The name and address of the manufacturer, mer- 
chant, importer, etc., located in Buenos Aires. 

The use of any labels and inscriptions, containing expla- 

nations, indications, signs, emblems, or graphic devices 
which might cause in the mind of the buyer any confusion 
or doubt as to the real nature, origin, quality and quan- 
tity of the articles in the container, is strictly prohibited. 
This prohibition applies to the inscription on the containers, 
immediate wrapping, and packing in general, on the labels, 
stamps, capsules, corks, and any other part or seal contain- 
ing announcements, in the commercial documents, invoices, 
prospectuses, price lists, catalogues, and any other method 
of publicity or propaganda, and on the vehicles and other 
means of transport. 

Other provisions of the Ordinance are designed to prevent 

the use of containers and boxes for purposes other than 
those for which they are intended.

The duties are to be calculated on the sale price men- 
tioned on the bottles, boxes, packets, ete.

The price of the interior containers and 
packing is included in the dutiable value, and duty is 
charged thereon at the same rate as on the contents. 
Containers and packing which are dutiable may, however, 
be assessed for duty separately if a request to that effect 
is made on the Customs declaration. 

The Law also prohibits the importation into France and 
Algeria and into French Colonies and Protectorates of 
anti-conceptional products, remedies, apparatus and 
instruments, and of articles described as having anti- 
conceptional properties, even if such a description is 
false. 

{Nore.—Under No. 316 of the French Customs Tariff, 
it stood prior to the enactment of the above Law, all 
compound medicines (not specially mentioned in the 
French Tariff) were prohibited to be imported, unless they 
figured in an official pharmacopeia, in which case they 
were dutiable at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem (under

EXPORT OF SULPHATE OF AMMONTA 
PROHIBITED. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 13th April contains a 
Ministerial Decree, dated 12th April, which reimposes the 
prohibition on the export and re-export from France of 
sulphate of ammonia (Tariff Nos. 019 and 020). 





‘TURNOVER ” TAX: TAXATION OF 
AUTOMOBILES, ETC. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 31st March contains a 
Law, dated 30th March, which modifies the provisions re- 
garding the application to automobiles, etc., of the 10 per 
cent. ‘ turnover ”’ tax established by Article 63 of the Law 
of 25th June, 1920, in respect of certain goods classed as 
‘luxury ’’ articles. As regards new automobiles for 
carrying persons, their chassis, bodies, fittings, and acces- 
sories, it is provided that the 10 per cent. tax is to be 
paid by the manufacturer on the turnover realised, the 
exception already made in respect of sales for export being 
continued. Second hand automobiles, automobiles pur- 
chased for certain kinds of public transport zervice, and 
detached repair parts, as well as new cyclecars, sidecars, 
and the like, the price of which does not exceed 5,000 francs, 
are to pay tax at the rate of 11. per cent.

EXPORT DUTIES REDUCED. 

The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ for 19th and 20th April 
contains two Proclamations, dated 18th April, in virtue ot 
which the export duties on a number of articles have been 
reduced or withdrawn. The articles affected include various 
earths and stones (cement, lime, chalk, graphite, emery, 
roughly worked stones, roofing slates, etc.), and articles 
manufactured from earths and stones; wood pulp, paste- 
hoard and cardboard, coarse blotting paper, packing paper, 
coarse photographic paper, etc. Mica im slabs and precious 
and semi-precious stones are exempted from export duty. 

Since January some twelve Proclamations have been 
issued, the effect of which has been to reduce materially the 
export duties on a large number of articles, including a few 
textile goods (nearly all of which had been already consider- 
ably reduced), grinding, etc., stones, cloth and paper, soap, 
leather gloves, wares of wood and other carving materials, 
paper wares, semi-manufactured iron goods, electro-technical 
products and certain new vehicles and vessels; as well as to 
exempt from duty electric cables, wares of gold and 
platinum, gold and silver watches, most rubber manufac- 
tures, etc.

INVESTIGATIONS UNDER ‘ FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF PROVISIONS ” OF NEW CUSTOMS 
TARIFF. 

A press notice recently issued by the United States Tariff 


Commission announces that investigations under Section 315 
of the New Tariff Act (i.e., the ‘‘flexible Tariff’’ provisions*)

have been ordered in respect of certain articles. The press 
notice states as follows :— 


‘* Since the enactment of the Tariff Law on 21st Septem- 
ber last the United States Tariff Commission has received 
upwards of 140 applications for relief under the so-called 
‘‘ flexible ’’ provisions of that Act. All applications have 
been carefully considered by the Commission. Some oi the 
applications reveal the fact that there was some misappre- 
hension as to the purpose of the Act and as to the powers 
conferred upon the President and the Tariff Commission. In 
other cases the relief sought came clearly under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Treasury Department in the administration of 
the Customs Laws and not under that of the Tariff Commis- 
sion. Other applications asked for things which the Com- 
mission was powerless to consider, e.g., the changing of an 
article from the dutiable list to the free list, or from the 
free list to the dutiable list; and in still other cases, upon 
preliminary enquiry, it was found to be impracticable at the 
present time to secure data upon which a recommendation 
could be made to the President. In a number of other cases 
preliminary enquiries are still being conducted for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether investigations are warranted 
by the Law and the public interest. 


‘* The Commission has, however, proceeded so far as to an- 
nounce, from its offices in Washington, that it has ordered 
investigations on a number of articles affected by the Tariff 
Act of 1922, concerning which applications have been made. 
These investigations will be conducted under the provisions 
of Section 315 of Title I11. of the Act and are designed to 
aid the President in exercising the power given him to 
modify any particular existing rate of duty where the find- 
ings with respect to the differences between foreign and 
domestic costs of production warrant it. In each case the 
authority of the President is predicted upon the finding, 
after an investigation by the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion, that the rate of duty upon a particular article as fixed 
by the Law does not equalise the cost of production of com- 
peting articles produced in the United States and in foreign 
countries. The purpose of the Tariff Commission in the in- 
vestigations now ordered will be to determine whether any 
such difference exists in the case of the articles in question 
and, if so, precisely what it is. 


‘‘ Some of the investigations ordered are based upon appli- 
cations for increases and others upon applications for de- 
creases in the present rates of duty, but a finding either way 
can be made upon any application, as the facts developed 
may warrant. 

‘* Under the Commission’s rules of procedure formal notice 
of investigation into each article will be published and oppor- 
tunity afforded to all persons interested to appear, present 
evidence, and be heard in person or by a representative. 
Applications relative to other articles are still pending be- 
fore the Commission and will be acted upon in due _order.’’ 


The notice then gives a list of articles upon which investi- 
gations have been ordered. hk rom subsequent information 
published in the press, it appears that in the case of oxalic 
acid (paragraph 1 of the Tariff), diethvlbarbituric acid and 
derivatives thereof (paragraph 5), logwood extract (para- 
graph 39), sodium nitrite (paragraph 83), pig iron (para- 
graph 301), Swiss pattern files (paragraph 362), cotton warp- 
knit fabric and gloves made thereof (paragraphs 914, 915, 
and 1420), cotton hosiery for infants (paragraph 916), wall 
pocketst (paragraph 1313), and artificial or ornamental 
fruits, vegetables, grains, leaves, flowers, and stems or parts 
thereof (paragraph 1419), the applications are for increases 
of the duty, whilst in the case of casein (paragraph 19) 
mirror plates (paragraph 223), paint brush handles (para- 
graph 416), and sugar (paragraph 501), the applications are 
for reductions of duty. In the case of potassium chlorate 
(paragraph 80) and barium dioxide (paragraph 12), appli- 
cations both for increase and reduction of duty have been 


filed.

Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings for 
British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing in Overseas 
markets; demand for particular articles abroad; nature and 
extent of foreign competition, and suggestions for meeting it;

A comparison is made between the foreign trade of this year and 1922, by estimating 
as nearly as available data permit, the value which would be put upon imports and exports in the 
mass, if each item had the same average value per unit of quantity as was declared for goods of the 
same description in 1922. In this way aggregate figures are obtained, the comparison of which, with the 
corresponding figures for 1922, enable the extent of the influence of price-changes and the aggregate changes 
in the volume of goods imported and exported to be estimated. In the article we gave the aggregates, and in the 
tables below supplement this information by extending the comparison to the several groups of commodities
